Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir is 
to meet today with Labour leader 
Shimon Peres to try to work out a 
date for elections in the wake of last 
week's 6[-58 Knesset vote in favour 
of dissolution. 


After Likud ministers conferred 
yesterday without reaching a con- 
sensus, they appointed a2 sub- 
committee to negotiate with the 
other factions, both inside and out- 
Side the coalition. 

Two men assumed an increasing- 
ly active role in yesterday's inter- 
action contacts: National Religious 
Party faction chairman Yehuda 
Ben-Meir and Knesset Speaker 
Menahem Savidor. 

Nothing was heard from Shamir, 
but the premier is known still to 
prefer a date in October or 
November. 

Savidor told his colleagues in the 
presidium yesterday that the Knes- 
set would rise for the Pessah recess 
this week as he had announced 
earlier. and that he neither intended 
nor needed to extend the winter 
term. 

Deputy speaker Moshe Shahal 
(Labour), who wanted a week's ex- 
tension. ostensibly to try to get the 
election legislation completed, 
threatened to cal] the House jnto 
session every day during the recess 
by submitting the requisite 30 
signatures, 

But Shahal’s threat impressed 
nobody, since even if the House is 
summoned it cannot discuss a 
private member's bill during the 


Defence Committee. 

Savidor, who met with Alignment 
leaders yesterday afternoon and 
spoke with Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir on the phone about possible 
elections dates. told reporters he 
will help catalyze the date-fixing 
process. 

He said he is not worried about 
the possibility of the Law Commit- 
tee dragging its feet on the electoral 
legislation, since there are ways of 
prodding the committee into action. 
Either one third of the committee 
can force the chairman to summon 
ἃ meeting, or the speaker himself 
can convene one, Savidor said. 

When the NRP faction met 
yesterday to discuss possible elec- 
tion dates, Ben-Meir suggested July 
10, and drew support from 
everybody except Interior and 
Religious Affairs Minister Yosef 
Burg.

Cohen-Orgad slams 
Histadrut’s motives

The Histadrut’s refusal to agree 
to a package deal with the govern- 
ment and the private employers 
stems from political considerations, 
Finance Minister Yigal Cohen- 
Orgad charged last night. Sooner or 
later. Cohen-Organ said in a speech 
to the Spokesmen's Association, the 
Histadrut will agree to a package 
deal. 

Cohen-Orgad, clearly unhappy at 
the prospect of early elections, said 
“an election campaign can jeopar- 
dize the process of economic 
recovery, and comes instead of 
more desirable alternatives such 2s 
ἃ social compact or a national-unity 
coalition.” 

He stressed that he will not 
implement 2 policy of elections 
economics, because of the damage 
this will cause ta the recovery 
pracess. 

“There is simply no way,” he 
declared, “to increase real wages in 
1984, and if somebody thinks elec- 
tion economics will convince in- 
dustrialists and marketing chains to 
reduce prices, let him think so." 

In reaction to Cohen-Orgad’s 
speech, Histadrut spokesman 


Shmuel Soter reiterated jast night 
that the Histadrut will not agree toa 
new package deal following price 
increases of between 30 and 35 per 
cent. 

Such a package entails the freez- 
ing of wages but of nothing else, 
Soler said. If Cohen-Orgad agrees 
to a total price freeze, the Histadrut 
will condider a package deal after 
two or three months, he said. 

Soler added that the Histadrut 
will continue to negotiate for 
monthly payment of the cost-of- 
living allowance. 

A mini-polf taken among Tel 
Aviv businessmen yesterday found 
most of them believing that election 
economics are inevitable. 

Even if Cohen-Orgad puts the 
good of the economy before the 
good of the Likud, his Likud col- 
leagues will bring tremendous pres- 
sure on him to change his ways, was 
a popular view, “They want to stay 
in power at any cost.

Egypt renews commitment 
to peace treaty with Israel 


CAIRO (AP). — Egypt greeted the 
fifth anniversary of its peace treaty 
with Israel yesterday with a 
renewed commitment to the “letter 
and spirit” of the pact. 

A brief comment on the anniver- 
sary by State Minister for Foreign 
Affairs Butros Ghali was carried by 
the state-run Middle East News 
Agency. 

“Egypt is fully committed to the 
letter and spirit of the treaty,” Ghali 
said. “It regards the conclusion of 
the treaty as a first step toward a 
comprehensive settlement of the 
Middle East problem, which must 
be based on respect for the right of 
the Palestinian people to self- 
determination and statehood.” 

Ghali called on Israel to stop 
building settlements in “occupied 
Arab lands,” reiterating Cairo's 
view that the Jewish outposts are 
“illegal and an obstacle to peace.” 


His comment and an editorial in 
the leuding newspaper Al-Ahram 
were the only public reminders of 
the anniversary, the second since 
Cairo-Jerusalem relations soured 
over the Israeli invasion of Lebanon 
in June 1982. 

The .4/-4hram editorial said Egypt 
was right in making peace with 
Israel but it accused the Jewish state 
of “deviations from the road to real 
peace.” It cited Israel's annexation 
of the Syrian Golan Heights and

In the past, the importer would 
deposit ἃ specific amount with the 
Finance Ministry for one year. At 
the end of this time, he would 
receive it back. Since inflation was 
running at about 100 per cent, he 
would .eceive back only half the 
original purchasing power of his 
deposit. This forced him to pass on 
his loss to his customers, which in- 
creased the price of imported goods 
considerably. 

Ben-Yakar said that “at present, 
the importer gets back only about 
one-fifth of the original value of his 
deposit, and this forces up the price 
of goods considerably.”

Wages worth 12% less

TEL AVIV, — Salaries are worth 12 
per cent less than they were last 
summer, according to a report is- 
sued by the Institute for Incomes 
and Productivity and made public at 
2 news conference yeseerday. 

The Institute is a joint agency of 
the Histadrut, the employers and 
the government. Its job is to provide 
data on trends in salaries and 
Productivity as a basis for 
negotiating labour contracts. 

Dr. Moshe Sikron, the govern- 
ment’s chief statistician, explained 
the real value of salaries had eroded 
by [5 per cent. But 3 per cent of this 
was covered by the “erosion in- 


ing of 1983. 


and cost-of-living paid 
over the past few months. 

He said that if 1981-82 salaries 
were used as the basis of com- 
parison instead of those paid 
between July and September 1983, 
the erosion would be 5 per cent in 
most sectors. It would only be 2 per 
cent in the public sector, because of

Yisrael Medan, director of the 
Labour Productivity Institute, said 
production increased by 143 per 
cent in 1983 but Jabour costs were 
up 152 per cent without inflation be- 
ing taken into account.

SAN SALVADOR (Reuter). ~ 
Christian Democrat Jose Napoleon 
Duarte said yesterday he won El 
Salvador's presidential election, 
which had been disrupted by confu- 
sion, charges of fraud and a row 
which ruled out an early indication 
of official results. 


Duarte, a former president, said 
his party had taken 45 per cent of 
the vote against 27 per cent to 
Roberto D*Aubuisson’s extreme 
right-wing Nationalist Republican 
Alliance (Arena) in Sunday's poll. 


His claim, announced at a mid- 
night press conference, was based 
on a sample of 170,000 votes. If 
verified, this would mean that a run- 
off would be necessary in April or 
May since none of the eight can- 
didates reached the 50 per cent ma- 
jority required for outright victory. 

Procedural confusion and

logistical problems, blamed partly 
on a power blackout caused by 
guerrilla sabotage, provoked near- 
chaos as tens of thousands among 
the 2.5 million voters iried in vain to 
cast their compulsory ballot. 
There were charges that extreme 
rightists were involved in coercion 
and ballot-stuffing. and civil-war 
violence went on unabated. 


Full election results were not ex- 
pected for at least 72 hours after the 
chief election computer consultant. 
Morgan Bojorgues, resigned over 
accusations that he favoured the 
Arena party. 


Duarte blamed ‘bad ad- 
ministration” for the widespread 
disarray in which many polling sta- 
tions lacked ballot boxes, ballot 
papers and in some cases ballot of- 
ficials. 

He said Francisco Guerrero's 


right-of-centre National Concilia- 
tion party came third with 20 per 
cent of the vote and five smaller 
parties shared the remainder. 


Duarte. described the preliminary 
Tesults as ἃ rejection of “the Nazi 
fascist plans” of Arena, whose 
leader has been publicly accused of 
having links with ΕἸ Salvador’s 
notorious right-wing death-squads. 


While D'Aubuisson has pledged 
to crush leftist guerrillas within two 
months. Duarte has said the elec- 
tions would not end the war. 

The guerrillas of the Farabundo 
Marti Nationa] Liberation Front 
(FDR) boycotted the poll, saying it 
was "8 farce” imposed by the U.S. 
and would not solve the country’s 
complex economic, social and 
political problems. 

They have pledged to continue 
fighting after the elections.

Widow of banker says he was double agent 


LONDON (AP). — The Soviet-bom 
widow of British banker Dennis 
Skinner, who died mysteriously in 
Moscow last year, has told a cor- 
oner that her husband was a KGB 
double agent working for British in- 
telligence services. the Daily Ex- 
press reported yesterday. 

The London newspaper said 
Lyudmila Skinner has delivered a 
statement to Dr. Mary McHugh, 
the coroner holding an inquest into 
Skinner's death, in which she main- 
tained that the KGB recruited Skin- 
ner as an agent while he was work- 
ing in Moscow in 1970. 


It said Skinner informed British 
authorities about the KGB ap- 
proach and was persuaded to carry 
along with the Soviet security ser- 
vice but to keep British intelligence 


‘agents informed about his activities 


when he made his frequent trips 
home to Britain. 


Skinner, 54, was found ‘dead on 
the sidewalk below his 11th floor 
Moscow apartment tast June 17. He 
was reported in some British new- 
spapers to have told the British Em- ᾿ 
bassy shortly before he died that 
he was afraid the KGB would kill 


him. 

Last “Thursday. two High Court 
judges in London ordered that 4 
public inquest into Skinner's death 
be held here beginning May 14. 


The Daily Express reported last 
October that Skinner, who 
represented Britain’s Midland Bank 
in the Soviet Union, told British 
Embassy officials that his wife had 
been a KGB agent who had been 
planted on him as a secretary when

“They were never heavy drinkers, 
preferring a soft drink to even beer. 
‘But after 1973 more and more 
Israelis travelled abroad and started 
to develop new tastes. 
" During the late Seventies and

whisky and hardly any party could 
take off without serving it straight 
or on the rocks. 

Now this has changed, according 
to Gideon Kotler, managing direc-

This new drink is going to be ex- 
ported to Italy as Vodka Al 
Pompelmo. Kotler is confident that 
it will be a big success. 

During the past year the com- 
pany’s vodka sales have increased 
by about 40 per cent while brandies 
have gone up by 10 per cent. 

Stock'’s wine sales are also up 
about 10 per cent, and Kotler ex- 
pects that they will continue to grow 
this year. Israelis are now drinking 
more dry wines as well as the 
traditional sweet wines they enjoy 
on the Sabbath and holidays. 

Kotler expects that the relatively 
dry winter will improve the quality 
of the wine grapes, but reduce the

THE ELIAZ Binyamina distiller 
and wine cellars have come out with 
two new white wines, an emerald 
Tiesling and fume blanc. 
According to Moshe Kostelitz, 
the general manager, the quality of 
the wine grapes has improved dur- 
ing the past year. Although pra:tuc- 
tion of grapes for white wines 525 
increased, he estimates that about 
75 per cent of the wine grapes in 
Israel are used: in red wines. 
Kostelitz pointed out that the 
trend in the world is moving more 
and more towards dry white wines. 
Asked why Eliaz wines do not 
carry the vintage year like others, 
sales manager Yehuda Levenberg 
said that in Israel, unlike France or 
Germany, the vintage year is not 
important. Levenberg claims that 
Israel has become like other 
Mediterranean countries that grow. 
wine ‘grapes. Spain, Italy and Israel 
irrigate the vineyards when the rains 
stop and because of this drought or 
tainy years do not make a dif- 
ference like in France or Germany. 
Kostelitz said that on 
Independence Day Eliaz will con- 
tinue the tradition of opening their 
wineries’ doors all day long.

Kurt Levy contends that he can’t 
lower his prices until the govern- 
ment lowers the various taxes and 
levies which account for more than 
33 per cent of prices. 

Unlike other Israeli retailers who 
adjust their prices daily in accor- 
dance with the dollar value of their 
merchandise, Levy has to absorb 
the cost of devaluation for three- 
month stints, unless the rise in the 
monthly cost-of-living index ex- 
ceeds [0 per cent. If the index stays 
below the double digit mark for 
three months in a row, Levy says 
they operate at a loss.

McLean does more than just ar- 
range a few colourful ingredients 
over slices of white, rye or pumper- 
nickel bread.

BEFORE AIRPORT personnel 
became security conscious it was 
fairly safe to arrive at the airport 
less than an hour before flight time.

ABOUT 10 YEARS ago I plameda 
hedge of rockspray in my daughter's 
xurden in Neve Mossinson. That 
hedge then was a collection of 
seedlings. none more than 60 cm. 
high. T had brought them home 
fram the nursery in small tins, 


Today they have created a nearly 
impenetrable wall, three metres 
high and more than 40 cm. thick of 
gracefully arching evergreen 
branches. The small greyish-white 
Nowers rockspray produces in sum- 
mer are followed by a multitude of 
decorative red berries. which re- 
muin an this shrub’s branches from 
autumn to spring. Rockspray is afso 
known as cotoneaster. which 
reflects its Latin botanical name: 
Cotoneaster pannosa. Incidentally, 
this name in English is not 
pronounced as if you were saying 
“cotton-euster,” but rather as fal- 
jows; ko-toe-nee-aster. In Hebrew, 
its name is Aahushit levida. It is a 
popular shrub in Europe and North 
America. and for good reason. 

As a hedge, cotoneasier provides 
Pprivucy for the family and serves as 
u windbreak for the garden. [15 
flowers ultract honey bees, a 
welcome means of pollinating any 
nearby fruit trees. At the first sign of 
sutumn colour, the fruits of this 
shrub become brilliant berries — 
most often crimson. but also 
somelimes orange of rose, ac- 
cording ta the species. All the 
cotoneuster species may be planted, 
with their root pall intact. in spring, 
and this member of the rose family 
can be grown for several years in 
large-size containers as a decorative 
plus on balconies or in roof gardens, 

Propagation. There's lots of ways 
to do this. Seed takes longest. Ripe 
rockspray berries may be dried and

then sown in germination boxes in 
Jate autumn in a mix of peat and 
vermiculite. 

Hard-wood cuttings should also 
succeed in autumn, while soft-wood 
topcuttings may be planted in late 
spring and summer. But it's much 
cusier 10 leave the propagating job 
to the professionals and buy ready, 
potted seedlings from the nursery. 
In addition to the erect species of 
cotoneaster there are also many 
dwarf and prostrate kinds, which 
are used in the rock garden or 
groundcovers for rough banks. 
Some of them are deciduous, but all 
produce a mass of attractive berries. 
The dwarf, ground-covering 
species, like Cotoneaster horizon- 
talis, are often self-seeders; a 
glimpse under their branches in spr- 
ing will show many tender, new 
seedlings, 

Every well-established nursery in 
Israel sells cotoneasters for hedges, 
ground covers or rock gardens, but 
the Ben-Shachar seed firm at 8 
Derech Petah Tikva in Tet Aviv of- 
fers an impressive 10 species of 
cotoneaster seed. The genus 
cotoneaster includes about 50 
species. mostly native to China and 
Tibet. 

Flowers. Plant dahlia tubers in 
very rich soil and stake plants when 
they come up to aveid wind 
damage. Gladioli corms also should 


be planted this month to have them — 


blooming in autumn. [f your 


fuchsias are sparse, nip the ends off 
to make them bushier. To have an- 
nuals in bloom for autumn, plant: 
seedlings in late March of por- 
tulaea, celosia, cockscomb, petunia, 
aster, zinnia, balsam, tagetes, nigel- 
la. snapdragon and cosmos. 

If you have a pergola and are 


. wondering what basket plants could 


be hung there, any of the following 
should do well, as long as the area 1s 
semi-shaded and not too hot: ivy. 
lobelia, nasturtium (plants not 
seeds), impatiens, Asparagus 
plumosis. Thunbergia alata, white 
and purple alyssum, spider plant, 
petunia and carnation. 

IF you still have corms from last 
season's tuberous begonias, now is 
the time to start with them again. 
Use a light soil mix, containing 
some peat and: vermiculite; plant 
the corms in a shallow container 
with the crowns at ground level. 
Keep them in partial shade, and 
when watering, avoid wetting the 
foliage. 


Arranging home-grown flowers. 
One of the nicest pleasures in gar- 
dening is to use home-grown 
flowers for indoor decoration. Early 
morning is the time to collect 
flowers and branches to dress up the 
dining table, perfume the living 
room, to make a guest room more 
welcoming or just to share with a 
friend. Whether you favour infor- 
mal bouquets or sophisticated ar- 


rangement, using your own flowers 
indoors is half the fun of gardening. — 
Even with perennial or bulb 
plants, snipping off of flowers is a” 
wise practice. Even where it does 
not mean another crop of blossoms, 
or more blooms that season, it adds 


- to the longevity of the plant, 


because the maturing of seeds 


drains their strength. = 


With bulb plants be careful not to 
remove the leaves, which weakens 
the bulb, Use evergreens like ruskus 
or asparagus to add contrast in bulb 
flower arrangements and let the 
foliage of bulb plants grow until it 
wilts, This is to encourage next _ 
season's blooming. - 

Cut sweet pea flowers daily; the 
more you cut, the more flowers will 
appear next day. 

What should you piant this spring 
for an abundance of suitable possi- 
ble material for arranging? For yel- 
low shades, plant marigolds 
({tagetes) or sunflowers, whose many 
species are easy to grow from seed 
in a sunny spot. Particularly easy is 
the dainty, daisy-like annual cor- 
eopsis, often also called caliopsis. It 
flowers in combinations of yellow, 
orange and mahogany. Gaillardias 
flower in a combination of yellow 
and red. For more red flowers, plant 
zinnias, dahlias and canna lilies. The 
latter two also produce decorative 
broad leaves in green or purple. 
Gypsophila in white or pink B a 
very popular flower in Israel, mostly 
as an addition to bridal bouquets or 
in kiosk bunches of roses or carna~ 
tions, Gypsophila seed jis available 
at local seed shops. Blue is a colour 
that blends well and should not be 
left out of your garden. Nigella (love 
in a mist), annual delphinium 
(larkspur) and cornflower 
(bachelor’s button) can make an im- 


portant contribution to a mul- 
ticoloured flower arrangement. 
Towards summer's end, blue notes 
can also come from the aster family. 


with a great diversity in flower form | 


and size. Astefs, by the way, bloom 
not only in the well-known shades 
of blue and. lavender but also in 
white, pink and reddish tones. 
“A cheap and attractive table 
-decoration can be achieved with 
riasturtiums. Take a medium-sized 
bowl, half filled with water and put 
* in ‘several nasturtium cuttings with 
open and closed flower buds. Try to 
get different colours of blooms. 
When left on the table, sometimes 
with 8 minimum of light, the nastur-

Vegetables. Start your Lomato fac- 
tory if you have not done it before. 
Sow séed in germination boxes 
every 4 weeks until mid August. 
This will provide you with ready 
seedlings all summer and into the 
autumn, One single row will give 
you approximately 20 “seedlings, 
quite enough for a good start. 

When the plants each have two 
pairs of leaves, transplant them into 
yoghurt cups and then again when 
they have producéd 6 to 8 leaves, 
into big pickle tins, filled with rich 
garden soil. Stake them immediate- 
ly and place them where they will 
get plenty of sun. Early vegetables 
will need some kind of protection, 
- such as plastic covers for seed boxes 
and mulch for the tins. Getting 
them established in yoghurt cups 
first gets them off to a better start. 
Tomatoes are most decorative 
plants, especially when their ripen- 
ing fruits, first green, then yellow 
and finally pink and red, will con- 
tribute colour to a garden.-

that would attract private investors 
from the West. 

In trving to justify this shift in 
orientation towards the U.S. to the 
ather Arab states, Sadat at times 
also spoke of an additional goal: 
that of weakening Israel's position 
in the US., the last and only major 
supporter it had in the world 
arena of the 1970s, . 

In the first years following his 
peace initiative, when Sadat was a 
media novelty in America and 
Menachem Begin's TY appearances 
seemed designed to rub the 
Americun media community the 
wrong war, it seemed that this 
Egyptian uim stood a chance of suc- 
cess. But not for long. Sadat’s 
novelty wore off, and both he and 
Begin departed from the media 
scene. As far as can be measured by 
public opinion polls, the lukewarm 
American acceptance of Egypt as a 
new American client has not suc- 
ceeded in undermining Israel's posi- 
tion as an. older and more 
emotionally attractive client. 

The Egyptians demanded, and 
just about received, parity with 
Israe] in the economic aid they were 
granted by the U.S. This last year, 


for example, when the Reagan ad- 
ministration decided to accede to 
Israel's request that aid from the 
U.S. be in the form of grants rather 
than loans, the same change was 
made in regard to aid to Egypt as 
well. 

Egypt is slated to receive this year 
51.758. in military aid and another 
hillion dollars for various forms of 
economic assistance. 


THERE IS REASON to believe 
that the situation in which Israel 
and Egypt account for the lion's 
share of all American foreign aid 
will not continue much longer. In 
the case of Israel, it has gone on for 
just a decade: for Egypt for more 
than half that time. 

Meanwhile, however, American 
aid, and the investments of private 
American and other western 
business interests are transforming 
the face of Egypt. 

A visitor who was fast in Cairo 
over five years ago is immediately 
assailed by the scenes of “destruc- 
tion™ that dominate Tahrir Square. 
The explanation is the building of 
the Cairo subway that is to be the 
cure-all for the seemingly hopeless 
congestion of the Egyptian capital.

SADATS TRIP 
The subway may be the most 

dramatic develpment, but the more 
lasting ones may be in agricultural 
aid and in other economic in- 
frastructure. American sources I 
spoke to in Cairo estimate that 
there are currently 3,000-5,000 
separate American aid projects 
operating in Egypt's rural areas, and 
that the country's rice yield has 
already been raised by 25 per cent. 
Another achievement has been the 
development of a new strain of 
tomato adapted to Egyptian tastes, 
giving high yields and resistant to 
disease. 

Another area in which American 
aid has been prominent has been in 
the development of the cement in- 
dustry as an essential basis for large- 
scale construction projects. 

American governmental aid has 
had the most noticeable impact in 
providing cheap grains and other 
foodstuffs that have enabled the 


. Egyptian government to go on sub- - 
* sidizing bread and other basic foods 


for the masses. 

On the negative side has been the 
rise of a new class of indigenous 
Nouveaux riches who have grown 


ostentatiously fat on the goodies 
provided by the Americans and by 
Sadat's infirah policy of economic 
liberalization. There is a growing 
resentment of the development of 
this new class, and it could turn 
dangerous to the regime, but in all 
likelihood not as long as food is kept 
cheap and within the reach of even 
the poorest Egyptian family. 


ONE PARTICULAR irony con- 
nected with American aid projects 
is that under the heading of 
“electrification” they include the 
Tepairing of defective Soviet 
generating equipment at the Aswan 
High Dam, which had been the 
show-piece of the Soviet presence 
in Egypt. The American sources 
who told me this obviously relished 
the thought as much as they did the 
fact that the U.S. was also providing 
spare parts for some of the Soviet 
electronic and aeronautic equip- 
ment still being operated by the

The costs of waiting 


ONLY NOW js the reality of life without Menachem Begin 
beginning to sink in for Herut and the Likud. For the post~- 
Begin period is not only the absence of the man himself, who 
bestrode the Israeli right like 8 cofossus for close to four 
decades. It is also the absence of the figure of commander 
whose entitlement to command. to lead the party, was never 
challengeable in the normal way that party leaders are 
challenged from time to time. 

The few challenges that were made over the years were seen 
as rebellions, and the rebels were sentenced to perpetual 
political exile. 

Mr. Yitzhak Shamir enjoys no such special standing. For 
one thing Mr. Begin never actually anointed him as his chosen 
successor — neither before the contest with Mr. David Levy 
last year. nor indeed after Mr. Shamir had won it fair and 
square. 

Mr. Shamir, moreover, in the short time at his disposal, has 
plainly not succeeded in establishing himself as the un- 
questionable leader of the party and thus of the Likud. Hence 
Mr. Levy's reported toying with the idea of contesting again. 

On the face of it. then. the Prime Minister and the Leader of 
the Opposition, Mr. Shimon Peres, when they meet this after- 
noon, share ἃ common interest: setting an early election date. 
The conventional wisdom is that if the election is only weeks 
away, neither of the big parties will have the stomach for a 
damaging und divisive leadership tussle. 

Since an early date is also demonstrably in the best interest 
of the country and its crisis-ridden economy, these various in- 
terests should be encouraged to converge and today’s meeting 
should produce an early summer polling-date. 

Unfortunately, though, there are a number of catches, 

Mr. Shamir apparently persists in believing that things will 
be better, or at least will look better from the economic 
perspective, in the autumn. 

Mr. Shamir also apparently believes. probably with 
justification, that he could trounce Mr. Levy, and Mr. Ariel 
Sharon too, if they decide to stand against him. Given the 
strength of his feelings towards these two of his ministers, he 
might just relish the prospect of defeating them. 

They too, it seems, share his assessment of their chances. 
But they may nevertheless stand so as to bolster their claims to 
the cabinet posts they covet, if the Likud wins again. Indeed 
Mr. Sharon, with the incredible crudity that is his hallmark, 
has pronounced publicly that the runner-up in a Herut contest 
would take the foreign ministry, and the no. 3 man would get 
defence. As though running in the Herut central committee 
and coming third were an expiation for the wrongdoing 
catulogued in the Kahan Report. 

For Mr. Peres, on the other hand, the.situation is more 
complicated because of the presence of Mr. Yitzhak Navon 
on the Labour Party chess-board. Mr. Peres’ purpose is not to 
have an internal contest and win but rather to avoid such a 
contest. The briefer the election campaign, the easier this will 
be to achieve. 

Mr. Shamir, then, will perhaps hold the slightly better poker 
hand when the two leaders meet today. His problem, though, 
after seven years of: Likud rule, is that his pile of chips is 
lamentably depleted, 


The empty seat 


MR. BEGIN’S reported decision not to relinquish his Knesset 
seat for the time being has naturally discomfited his party. 
Resting on a slim majority in the House, the Likud is anxious 
for that extra vote. If Mr. Begin could not make it to the 
Knesset Jast Thursday to help his party block an opposition 
motion for early elections, then it must be assumed he won't 
be able to attend for lesser matters, 

There are those in and outside the Likud who find fault with 
Mr. Begin’s reluctance to part with his seat. But in reality he is 
behaving no differently from most MKs. For the common 
assumption of our parliamentarians is that, once elected, their 
seats are their private property. They can carry them to 
another purty, they can carry them on long absences abroad, 
meanwhile being paid their salaries as if they were in atten- 
dance in the House, they can even carry them to jail. 

{t is estimated that the real work of the Knesset, which is 
lurgely pursued in the committees, is done by about a third of 
the members. The others are busy elsewhere. A host of them 
ure ministers. They attend only to give an occasional speech, 
or to raise their hands. 

Another group is tied up with other public jobs. The self 
employed can't afford the time, and then there are those, 
bored by the whole show, who prefer the benefits of lecture 
itineraries abroad. 

The burden of legislative work, therefore. falls on a small 
minority, moved by a sense of responsibility or the absence of 
a better alternative. 

Thus, if Mr. Begin is delinquent, he is in good company. 
And after all his many years in the Knesset, which he always 
attended punctiliously, he can be forgiven a closing lapse.

Election economics

ANYONE WHO feels some pity for 

our Likud-battered economy should 
ray for the election day date to be

Politicians profess to be super- 
patriots, but it would be facetious to 
ask them to sacrifice during the 
forthcoming election campaign 
their direct political interests for a 
vague. future improvement in the 
economy. Elect me and my 
programmes will solve our 
economic problems after I assume 
power, says the politician. Of course 
the opposition is just as vague in its 


proposals and seldom speaks about , 


hard times ahead should the ruling 
administration be defeated. 


I, for one, have no system. for 
forecasting the damage or cost to 
the national economy to be ex- 
pected in thé loose management of 
affairs during the next few months. 
Cost it will. How much depends on 
how much the government un- 
derestimates the public's intel- 
ligence. During the 1981 election 
campaign Menachem Begin and 
Yoram Aridor proved that you can- 
not underestimate enough the so- 
called masses. Those who chanted 
“Begin, Begin™ in city squares and 
who bought TV and/or video sets 
reflected more the centre than the 
lunatic fringe. They voted for their 
momentary benefactors who, so to 
speak, delivered the good patriotic 
harangue and cheap durables. 


It is wishful thinking to believe 
that the forthcoming election cam- 
paign will see a rigorous application

EUPHEMISMS 


To the Editor of the Jerusalem Post 

Sir - During the Vietnam War, 
American presidents frequently em- 
ployed euphemisms when they were 
forced to communicate unpleasant 
events to the public. Bombing raids 
became ‘protective reaction 
strikes.” the invasion of Cambodia 
was labelled an “incursion,” targets 
of an assassination programme 
against suspected Viet Cong suppor- 
ters were “terminated” rather than 
killed. and so on. Our current presi- 
dent. Mr. Reagan. has continued 
this trend towards political degrada- 
tion of the language. insisting that 
the withdrawal of U.S. Marines from 
Beirut be called a “redeployment” 
and the U.S. invasion of Grenada a 
“rescue mission.” 


One expects such tactics from 
political leaders seeking to put their 
actions and decisions in the best 
possible light. It is disturbing. 
however. when an ostensibly free 
press pliantly accepts the govern- 
ment's terminology and allows itself 
to become. in at least this respect. a 
purveyor of propaganda. 

By routinely referring to the 
Israeli war in Lebanon as “Opera- 
tion Peace for Galilee.” The Jeru- 
salem Post falls into this trap. The 
term is political. not descriprive. and 
was proferred by the government as 
the least unpleasant way to describe 
a controversial and costly military 
action. 


If The Post wishes to use “Opera- 
tion Peace for Galilee. it should at 
least enclose the phrase in quotation 
marks to indicate its origin in the 
prime minister's press office rather 
than your editor's desk. It is by 
demonstrating the independence of 
which The Past and the Israeli press is 
rightly proud, and not by subservi- 
ence to a prime minister's public 
relations ploy, that you will gain

FORECASTING political and 
economic trends is an uncertain 
business at best. But one can be 
guided by past experience and by 
what has happened abroad. Several 


. serious articles have appeared in 


learned Israeli journals about elec- 
lion economics {and many abroad). 

Prof. Yoram Ben-Porath of the 
Hebrew University published 
almost ten years ago an article in 
Xvklos, whose title summarizes his 
views: “The Years of Plenty and the 
Years of Famine — a political busi- 
ness cycle.” = 

In the U.S. it is taken for granted 
that presidential election years tend 
to be “gaod" upswing economic 
years. The dates, of course,.are fix- 
ed and cannot be manipulated; thus 
the economy is. If not, incumbent 
presidents “tend™ to lose office, the 
latest example being Jimmy Carter. 

In the January issue of the Israeli 
Economic Quarterly, economist 
Danie] Levy argues that facts prove 
the discernable presence of election 
economics in Israel. As far as the 
layman is concerned, his article, 
“Business Cycles and Elections in 


Israel," demonstrates beyond 
teasonable doubt that elections 
here do influence business cycles. 
His figures leave no doubts in my 
mind. : Ν 

Yorum Aridor’s now famous (and 
defunct) “correct economics" was 
the most wasteful and cynical exam- 
ple of election economics, a course 
carried to its tragic end by its author 
two years after the election of 1981. 


TT GOES without saying that every 


‘government would like to have a 


Pleasant economic climate prevail- 


ing when citizens. go to the polls.” 


This is the reason why Messrs. 
Shamir, Levy, Cohen-Orgad et al 
say they want a short, wasteless, 
election campaign, while what they 
really want is elections six months 
hence. They clearly want time-for 
government policies lo bear some 
Positive fruit pricé-wise and to relax 
some recent measures for the com~- 
ing summer.

Begin’s parliamentary affront

New York borough of Queens 
claimed a $10-million lottery prize, 
believed the biggest ever in the 
U.S.. for matching six numbers ona 
51 ticket, lottery officials said. 
The new millionaire was iden- 
tified only as being from Queens. 
State lottery officials said the 
person who bought the winning 
tickel will get an initial after-tax 
payment of about $350,000 to start. 
“The nice thing is that you're go- 
ing to get 20 more (payments),” a 


State lottery spokesman said. 

The largest individual lottery 
Prize in North America was a $13.9- 
million jackpot — about $11.1 mil- 
tion dollars in U.S. currency — won 
in a Canadian lottery in January. 
The previous U.S. record for a 
single winner was $8.8 million in 
Pennsylvania last July. Unlike U.S. 
lottery winnings, those in Canada 
are tax-free. 

The New York Lotto numbers 
were drawn one week after six 
peaple won the record shared lottery 
in North America, $18.2 million in 
the Massachusetts Megabucks lottery.
